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ALLARD INTRODUCES“DOLLARSFOR CLASSROOM ACT”
SAY'S STUDENTS & TEACHERS DESERVE MONEY NOT BUREAUCRACY

Washington, D.C. — U.S. Senator Wayne Allard (R-CO) hasjoined with U.S. Senator Tim
Hutchinson (R-AR) to introducethe“ The Dollarsfor Classroom Act.” Thebill would requirethat at
least 95 centsof every dollar infederal education spending for K-12 studentsreach the classroom.
Currently only 65 cents of each dollar reaches studentsand teachersin the classroom, the other 35
centsisspent on administrative bureaucracy in Washington, D.C.

“Itisan outragethat only 65 centsof every dollar we spend on education reachesthe class-
room,” Allardsaid. “The* Dollarsfor Classroom Act’ will changethisinjustice by requiring that at least
95 centson every dollar we spend on education actually reaches students and teachersin the class-
room.”

Thelegidation, if enacted, will requirethat beginningin FY 2001 that 95% of al| federal educa-
tional block grants sent to each state be spent in the classroom. Stateswould be allowed to spend only
5% for administrative costs. Currently, the Department of Education sendsnearly $3.5 billion on pro-
gramsfor K-12 students. According to arecent congressional study morethan 35% of that money is
being used for administrative costs.

“By smply moving themoney from thefederal level tothe statelevel intheform of block grants
wecan get moremoney intheclassroom,” Allard said. “ Thisadded money will alow local school
districtsnew optionsto improve classroom resources, including theability to buy new text books, hire
moreteachers, purchase new computers, and even improve current school buildings.”
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
